An Interesting Discovcr<v--THE Bodies 
l* a fair State or Pheservjtion 
What Could They H it Tell Us 
if Thev Could spbakt 

London Times, July 23 

The following is a verbatim transla- 
tion of iSffcfessor Masprro'N proces ver 
bal on thfPtanrolling of two more of 
the royal mummies discovered at l>ayr 
el Bahnri in the year 1881. Sekenen ra 
Ta-aken a descendant of iho old le»iti- 
mate roval line resident at Thebes, 
when tin- Shepherd conquerors, or 
l.vksos, occupied Lower and Middle 
Egypt, is known to liave headed the 
threat national rising, celebrated in 
Egyptian history as the War of In- 
dependence. This war, according to 
Professor Maspero's estimate, must 
have lasted 150 years, and ended about 
B. C. 1703 (according to the chrono'- 
ogy of Maueiho) in the defeat and ex 
pulsion of the foreigners. Sekenen-ra 
Ta-aken is one of the heroes of a very 
ancient legendary romance written on 
papyrus in the hieratic character (tem- 
po XIX. Dynasty), of which a large 
fragment is in the, British Museum: — 
The year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-six, the ninth of June corres- 
ponding with the seventh day of Ram- 
aden, thirteen hundred and three uf 
the Hegira. 

In. the presenc of General Stephen- 
son, commanding the English army of 
occupation, Gamier de Heldevvier, 
Agent and Consul General for Belgium 
in Egypt, General Count I fella Sala 
Pasha, and Mada ne Delia .Sala, Ku 
gene Grebaut, Director-General of the 
Excavations and Antiquities of Egypt, 
Dr. Fouquet, of the Faculty of Medi- 
cine, Paris, ln.-iiiiger, and Herve 
Bazih— 

By the assistance of M. M. Gaston 
Maspero, late Director-General of the 
Excavations and Antiquities of fc'gypt, 
Etnil Brugsch Roy, keeper, and Crbain 
Bouriant, a/mistanl keeper of the Mu 
seuin of Boulak, the two mummies 
which in the printed catalogue bear 
the numbers 6,227 and 5,2.'12, both 
discovered in the hiding place at Dayi 
el Bahari, were unbandaged in the 
room known as the "Salle Coptc." 

The mummy numberd 5,227, first 
removed from its glass en.se, was that 
of the King Sekenen ra Ta-aken (!7lh 
Tbeban dynasty), as shown by the in- 
scription written in red ink and re- 
touched with the brush upon the cover 
of his mummy case. Two large wind- 
ing-sheets ol i i iv I tlure, loosely 
fastened, co \ • ie I iIp- I ,d\ from head 
to foot. Next came pieces of linen 
carelessly swathed and pledgets of rags 
held in place by narrow bandages] the 
whole of those wrappings being greasy 
to tho touch and impregnated by a 
fetid odor. The outer coverings remov- 
ed, there remained under our hands a 
kind of spindle of stuff measuring 
about] 1 metre 82 coaiiuietrea in 
length, and BO slender that it 
seemed in possible that there should he 
space enough inside it for a human 
body. The last thickness of linen be 
ing stuck together by spices ami adher- 
ing closely to the shin, they had to he 
cut asunder with a knife, whereupon 
the entire body was exposed to view. 
The head was thrown back, and lying 
low to the left. A large wound run- 
ning across the right temple a little 
above the frontal ridge was partly con- 
coaled by long and scanty locks of hair. 
The lipH were wide open, and contract 
cd into a, circle, from which the front 
teeth, gums and tongue protruded, tho 
latter being held between the teeth and 
partly bitten through. The features, 
forcibly distorted, wore a very evident J 



expression of acute sufferjrig. A more i the _ eye brows arewhite, tho condition 
minute examination revealed tlie posi- 
tion of two more wounds. One, ap- 
parently inflicted by a mace or a hatch- 
et, had cloven the left cheek and brok- 
en the lower jaw, the side teeth being 
laid bare. The other, hidden by the 
hair, had laid open the top of the head 
a little above the wound over the left 
brow. A downward hatchet stroke had 
bore split off an enormous splinter of 
skull, leaving a loni; cleft through 
which some portion of tho brain must 
have escaped. The position and appear 
ance of the wounds make it possible to 
realize with considerable certainty all 
the circumstances of this last scene of 
the King's life. Struck Brat upon the 
jaw, Ta-aken fell to the groinjd. His 
foes then precipitated themselves up- 
on him, and, by the infliction of two more 
wounds dispatched him where he lav, 
one being a hatchet stroke on the top 



of the body points to considerably more 
than Inree score years of life, thus con- 
firming fcbe opinion of the learned, who 
havo attributed a long reign to this 
King.§Tho bedy is healthy and vigor- 
ous not withstanding the knotty stale 
of the ringers, which bear evident 
traces of gout.

The mummy ease 5,23'2 contained 
the mummy of Seti 1., second King of 
the l'Jih Dynasty and father of Barn- 
eses 11., as testified by the official en- 
tries of the year, VI. and XVI. of 
Urihor and the year X, of Piliotniotl 
1. inscribed upon tho lid, The arrange 
ment of the various winding-sheets and 
bandages was the same as upon the : 
mummv of Barneses II. At about mid- 
way of fhe total thickness of the wrap- 
pings there occurred two lines of hiera 
tic inscription in black ink, slating | 
that "In the year '9, the second month 
of Perl (the season of seed time), ihe 
sixteenth day was tie day of re-cloth 
ing the King Men ma ra (Heti I.), to : 
whom bo life, health and strength." I 
Another inscription written on one of 
the smaller bandages, adds that the 
linen used for the King's wrappings, 
was supplied by the First Prophet of 
Amen, Menkhopirri in his (iib year; 
ho giving the date of the latest restora- 
tion of the King's funerary trappings. 
The body presents much the same ap- 
paerauce as that of Barneses II. It is 
long, Heshless, of a yellow black color, 
ami has the arms crossed upon the 
breast. The bead was covered with a 
mask of line linen, blackened with bit- 
umen, which it was necessary to re- 
mote with the scissors. M. Alexandre 
Barsaiili, upon whom thai delicate 
operation devolved, removed ibis 
shapeless mass, and brought to view 
the most beautiful mummy head ever 
seen within the walls of the museum. 
Thu Bculptors of Thebes and A bydos 
diil not (latter the Pharoah when they j 
gave him that delicate, sweet and j 
smiling profile which is the admiration ! 
of travellers. After the lapse of H'J 
centuries, the mummy retains the same 
expression winch characterized the 
features of the living man. 

Most striking of all when compared 
with tho mummy of Kameses II., is 
tho astonishing resemblance between 
the father and son. The nose, mouth, 
chin, in short, all the features, are the 
same; but in the father they are more 
refined, more intelligent, more spiritu- 
al than when reproduced in the son.

THE I8J,ANI> RAILWAY. 

Yestetday witnessed the driving of (he 
last Bpike of the lisquimult mid Nunaiuio 
railway, oomhianly known as tlit? Island 
railway. Ever Hinm 1ST I, when this Prov- 
ince entered the union, the aubjeot of the 
building of thin lino has been niudu u polit- 
ical one by the people who have with never 
a dissentent voice declared for its construc- 
tion aa the terminal portion of the tr ,,T, H 
continental lino. Both aides of praviuoia! 
politics, without rpgurd to party, have 
looked wi'h favor upon the prospect of the 
establishment and maintenance of such a 
road, and many wer« the complaints of the 
length of time during which the island rail- 
way belt lay undefined ami locked up. The 
boyns Clement's bill, fathered by the 
Walkem- Heaven government, was but as 
h tlash in the pan; but put forward, as it 
wuk, us a sop to tho electors, it evidenced 
(he existence of a general feeling in favor 
of the island railway even at the terms pro- 
posed in that bill. How tho measure 
passed and how the monetary guarantee 
put up by the company was forfeited for 
nonfultilmeiit of the terms, ale only too 
well known. There was then ami 
tltere has boon since a good deal 
of talk about the value and ex- 

lunt of the lands contained in the 
island railway licit, bin in spite of this 
genera) assertion it was found that foreign 
capital was in no haste to undertake the 
work, even up. mi the liberal terms of- 
furred, and tho call for construction of 
the island railway for a tune prac- 
tically went begging. SVhun Air. Robert 
Duusmuir, now president of the line, un- 
dertook the work, there were not wanting 
pessimists to assort that the terms made 
wore a sacrifice of the public interest, and 
that the line would be of 110 utility so far 
us the people were concerned. And those 
poisons woru the same who previously 
chimed in in the gemra! demand for the 
building of the line, but who wore so con- 
stituted that the moment thoy saw that 
demand meeting with a practical response, 
assumed a pusitioii of antagonism to tho 
project. Tlieir action may have been 
caused by the triumph of party bias over 
what impartial reasoning would have told 
them was a commendable work, but be 
this so or not they exhibited a decided 
change of front. Whatever the ultimate suc- 
cess of the line may be — and wo believe 
it will be oreat and decided — it is certain 
that no effective steps towards tho build- 
ing or this lino were taken until the pres- 
ent government came into office, and 
found in Mr. It. Duusmuir an able and 
willing coadjutor iti tho project. The 
moment the contract had bueu signed, 
the company started in with a vigor that 
was an earnest of tho energetic manner 
that has characterized the work from 
commencement to finish. A better route 
than that of the almost obliterated old 
line of survey was adopted — contracts for 
grading were let--and the work was pushed 
along in a manner that bespoke a deter- 
mination and ability to curry tho work of 
construction quickly and effectively 
through, and yesterday has aeon the com- 
pletion of the Hue, in the broad sense iu 
wbioh the term is applied. All who desire 
to conserve the interests of Victoria cannot 
hut regard the maintenance of such a line 
aa this as the best guarantee that the islaud 
will retain u foremost place in friendly com- 
mercial rivalry with othor portions of the 
province. Tho completion of the line will 
be greeted by thoso who consider tho iron 
horse a promoter of civilization, and, view- 
ing it from a still higher standpoint, tho 
railway will be welcomed as the actual 
meaiiB of creating one of tho safest, most 
commodious harbors on the Pacitic coast 
a ooahng station for Her Majesty's navy — 
u harbor to which art will shortly supply 
the little that nature has left undone to 
make it as nearly as possible impregnable. 
Then, also, with tho opening of the line 
settlement upon the lands adjacent will con- 
tinue to develop and a rapid means of trans- 
portation be furnished. Even at this writ- 
ing tho extension of the hue to Victoria is 
actively proceeding, while actual connec- 
tion by steam ferry of this railway 
with the ('. 1'. It. is possibly not so 
remote as some may imagine. It has

In thesu busy days when the predilection 
oi mankind is to look only to tho future 
it is scarcely astonishing that not so much 
is heatd of the antiquarian treasures 
\n Inch are being unbosomed by the exca- 
vation of tho lava-buried city of Pom- 
peii, a work that though slowly ■» still 
being steadily conducted by the Italian 
government. An exchange says that it 
seems odd to speak of a dead city as a 
growing one. Bui that is exactly the 1 
ease with Pompeii. There are many cities 
111 Italy that do not grow halt' us fust as j 
1 he one buries by tho ashes of Vesuvius 
1,800 years ago. A person visiting it at 
intervals of a year notices a marked on- : 
larvement of its boundaries. Tho Ital- 
ians, you know, arc tho champion diggers. | 
They make the shovel fly when they at- 
tack tho grave of Pompeii. A govern- 
ment overseor watched a gang of them. 
Me wanted to bo sure that thoy pocketed 
ho jewelry, coma, or objects of art or 
Utility yielded by tho excavations. The 
only produce of their tuil in that line as 
we stood by was a bit of iron, which tho 
guide culled a hinge, and tho fragment of 
a small marble column. The spades busily 
plied wuro graduuby oringing to light a 
beautiful house. The doors wore mosaic, 
with simple but graceful designs in scroll 
pattern — nearly as freah of color as if laid 
yesterday. The walla bore frescooa of 
taintor tints —grinning masks, fawns, 
..-lipids, birds, fish, and fruit. It hid 
evidently been tho homo of a well-to-do 
citizen of Pompeii. Tho nervous movu- 
ments of tho workmen betrayed their 
anxiety. They were hoping at every mo- 
ment to make a valuable "find." Perhaps 
thoy might hit upon a great iron client, 
Btuddod with rounds knobs like a boiler, 
and full of gold, money, or ornaments, 
or they might Btrike another wonder iu 
marble or bronze, or thoy might bo startled 
by coming suddenly upon a skull or othor 
human remains. In tho latter event the 
work ia suspended till a careful inspec- 
tion is made. The responsible and intel- 
ligent person In charge proceeds to ascer- 
tain if tlio dead Pompeii hi had left a 
mould of himself or lioruulf in theulaitio 



ashes. If so, he prepares a mixture of 
plaster of Paris, breaka a hole iu tho 
crust, and slowly pours in tho liquid till 
thu mould is full. When it has hardened, 
the casting is tenderly removed. Lo 1 
theie is a rough image, showing some poor 
creaturo in tho agonies of death, prono on 
the floor, face downward. Thus, most 
usually, were the inhabitants of the 
doomed city caught by the destroying 
angol. Tho skull, or leg, or arm, 
or whatever othor part of the skeleton 
hus not relapsed into its original dust, 
may attach itself to tho plaster cast 
in the proper place, or may require to bo 
joined on by a pardonable "restoration." 
in either case, the ert'ect is thrilling in its 
horrible reality. Nothing in painting or 
sculpture can oho, 1; tin beholder more 
than these Belf-prodliced and truthful 
statues exhibited in the museum, which is 
tho first and most interesting thing shown 
to visitors, "hut, though neither gold 
nor silver," says a traveller, "nor 
anything else of importance was un- 
earthed for my benefit, I quitted the new 
excavations with reluctance to examine 
those parts of I'ompeii with which the 
world in already familiar through the med- 
ium of books and pictures. I found my- 
self quite at home iu the bakery, the wine 
shop, at the oil merchant's, at the houses 
of Pausa, of Sallust, of the "Tragic Poet," 
and the rest. Tho high stepping stoUOB 
across the streets looked familiar, us if 1 
hud trodden them before. The deep nils 
cut by the carts us they groaned up thu 
hill, coming from the ancient Stubia, were 
like friendly landmarks. So fully have 
literature and art inudo us acquainted with 
this disinterred city. The guide tells 1110 
that only about one-third of Pompeii hus 
yet been uncovered. 1 take his wor 
it. He is also of th 

parts of the city have already been dug out. 
He evidently wishes that the work would 
Slop. lie is very human ill this, for he 
finds it tiresome to show people about tho 
present Pompeii, Treble iis size, and his 
labour would be threefold. And he is for- 
bidden to accept money. Hut I imagine 
that this very stern prohibition does not 
prevent persons from offering him (su\ 1 .1 
couple of francs on "the sly, '' 01 him from 
accepting them. It may be true, us our 
guide insists, that the temples, forums, 
baths, theatres, and fine houses now above 
ground Burpass anything of the kind that 
may hereafter bo discovered at I'ompeii. 
But tho Italian government is not disposed 
to take thnt for granted. Liberal sums are 
yearly appropriated to push 011 the work. 
It boars fruit. A new temple or amphi- 
theatre may not bo Btruck every year, but 
something is constantly being turned up to 
instruct the world iu tho manners and cus- 
toms of tho old Kouians, so well reflected 
iu the representative city of Pompeii. Of 
bronze or stono statues, household imple- 
ments, and tools of trades, the yield is im- 
mense and steady. These may lie counted

No room to 
toko one atop; packed so crnshingly that 
tho cheat, had not room to expand suffi- 
ciently to enable us to draw one full breath. 
But the crowd bohind pressed with ever 
increasing power on thoso who were 
held immovable in front, and inch by inch 
boro them forward, utterly poworlosH to in- 
sist . It is well for all that the packing 
was so effectually done that there was uo 
room to fall, or hundreds must have been 
crushed to death. Major Pond's groat 
height and broad shoulders alouo kept us 
from suffocation; and at last, when well 
nigh exhausted, wo were lifted over the 
rope that barred an entrance and dropped 
into our scut, whore for an hour and a half 
we sot, before tho meeting was opened, 
watching the terrible struggle of others, 
less (ortuuate, vainly attempting to force 
their way to some resting place. Ouce iu- 
side the building, there was no escape, it 
was just as impossible to returu as to go 
forward. 

At last tho surging mass of human beings 
beoome partially stationary. There was 
110 longer room to move, resistance was in 
vain. Then, one by one, those who were 
to occupy the platform emerged from thoir 
well guarded waiting-room uud came ou 
tho platform, With each fresh arrival that 
huge assembly broke out into cheers and 
shouts. We hud just passed tho ordeal of 
11 British crowd; now wo wore to learn 
the strength mid endurance of British 
lungs. We have iu our day heard 
sumo cheorinu and shouting in America, 
but we must humbly yield tho palm in 
this particular to our brothron across the 
water. We have certainly at last aeon 
and hoard all that can bo accomplished In 
an enthusiastic English gathering. If ac 
tuatod by angry, discordant passions, how 
foai fnl must have been tho results ! 

Promptly at tho appointed hour Glad- 
stone entered. Mistaken mortal, to sup- 
pose that wo had hoard all that an enthu- 
siastic English audience could accom- 
plish ' Words fail jn describing the scone. 
Tho immense crowd arose tumultuously. 
Those wedged into their proper places by 
the pressure managed to struggle to thoir 
feet, una 111 the saltish enthusiasm of tho 
moment, hoping lo catch a full view of 
the grand old man, mounted on to tho 
seats, thus preventing all back of them 
from seeing anything . Then shout after 
shout, cheer alter cheer, rose louder and 
louder; hats, umb~ellas, handkerchiefs, 
and even the coats of the men were 
shaken overhead; the stamping of foot 
and essios was deafening; anything, every- 
thing was resorted to that uould iucrouao 
the volume of sound, until one almost 
fourod the walls of that troinondous hall 
must crack and deni'disb tho building. 

When at last the tumult partially 
coaned, wo think from sheer lack of 
strength to continue it, Mr. Gladstone, 
who had stood bowing to the worshipping 
multitude which surrounded him, began 
to speak. Although constantly inter- 
rupted by ''Hear, hoar! " and othor as- 
senting exclaiuati.ini, he went on without 
showing the least annoyance from theio 
ejaculut ions, which Beemed sufficient to 
diilract all connected thought from his 1 
subject.
